Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Iwashima et 
al. [US 3,678,424]. 

Iwashima et al. discloses a switch [figure 13] having an electrically insulative 
base [1 1] of an elongated shape and comprising at least one switch part [46] including 
first and second reed pieces [47, 48] with the first and second reed pieces each being 
fixed and having a terminal part protruding from the base at one end thereof and a 
contact part at the other end thereof arranged such that the first contact end opposes 
the second contact end via a gap and a cover [49] provided on the base covering the 
first and second reed pieces wherein the switch is in a normally open state and 
responsive to a specific magnetic field.
